ast week in our Exhibitionist blog, writer 
L Chris Hall told the story of S.F. sex worker 

and activist Siouxsie Q, who late last year 
began producing a podcast in her apartment 
called This American Whore. This January, she 
started to get e-mails from lawyers representing 
Chicago Public Media and lra Glass, host of This 
American Life, demanding that she change the 
name of her podcast or face legal action. 

“They're concerned that it is too similar to 
This American Life,” Q explains. “And they’re 
concerned about dilution of their trademark or 
people confusing This American Whore and 
This American Life, thinking that This American 
Life is somehow sponsoring my podcast, or 
something like that, and so in order to protect 
their trademark, they’ve requested me to 
change the name.” 
Hall points out that it’s not surprising that 

Chicago Public Media would try to protect its 


American Life Total, for fans of Magic the Gather- 
ing and other trading card games; This American 
Wife, which has over 60 episodes and directly 
parodies Ira Glass; and This American Horror 
Story, for fans of the television show. 

Siouxsie Q and others assumed her podcast 
was being targeted because of the title and 
subject matter. She tweeted a message to her 
followers: Should we fight for the name? 
“We've definitely gotten the resounding re- 
sponse that 7his American Whore is worth 
fighting for,” she says. 

“We're trying to get our voices out there, 
and then for all the people [at Chicago Public 
Media] who have all the power ... to say ‘No, no, 
no, you need to do what we say, and do it in this 
capacity, that’s what | think has gotten people 
fired up.” 

When the post ran on Feb. 5, it also got read- 
ers fired up. Such that the following day, TAL Di- 
rector of Operations Seth Lind sent us an e-mail 
with a response from Glass: 


that we’re singling them out because of their 
content. We’re not!” he writes. “I’ve listened to 
This American Whore. | find them charming. It’s 
an interesting podcast and a window into a 
world that’s very different from my daily life, for 
sure. I’m glad they’re out there making these and 
hope they continue.” 

Glass goes on to say that they’re just protect- 
ing their trademark. “If you don’t take action 
when you hear about people knocking off your 
name, and get them to stop, you can lose your 
trademark rights.” Some name-cribbing shows 
are too small to bother with, some are parodies 
and protected as such, but all the others can ex- 
pect to get a letter sometime soon. As for This 
American Whore, it’s nothing personal. 

“| wish them the best. Make more podcasts! 
’'ll Keep listening!” Glass writes. “If | lose this job 
and become a sex worker, | hope you'll have me 
on as a guest. Just change your name.”

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FIRE SUIT 


A San Francisco family takes on the surprisingly powertul fireplace industry.

t was nearly bedtime on July 

27,2010, when Sean Whelan 

and his wife, Melissa Panico, 

heard the crying and choking 
sounds coming from the living 
room. It had been a tranquil day. 
The parents and their two kids, 
11-month-old Signe and 3-year- 
old Oscar, had just returned to 
their Pacific Heights home from 
an ice cream outing. But now 
there was panic. 


Signe stood beside the house’s gas fire- 
place, her palms seared onto its glass win- 
dow. Melissa rushed over and pulled the 
infant’s hands away. Signe’s palms were 
black and brown. By the time the family 
reached the hospital, Sean says, the girl’s 
palms had turned a terrifying white, looking 
almost “like melted plastic.” 

The Whelans, Sean notes, had only 
turned on their fireplace once since they’d 
had it installed in 2007 It set the ambience 
for a charity fundraiser they hosted several 
months back. Like a lot of other people, Sean 
appreciated the fireplace more for its aes- 
thetics: a neat, modernist rectangle encased 
in glass along the base of the living room 
wall, more environmentally friendly and eas- 
ier to maintain than the open-faced wood- 
burning variety. That one time they lit it, it 
looked like a high-definition video of a fire- 
place. And, fittingly, the only way to turn it 
on was with a small remote control. Whelan, 
who works as a residential developer, was so 
fond of the appliance that he installed the 
same model — the Valor brand made by 
Vancouver, British Columbia-based Miles 
Industries — in more than a dozen San 
Francisco houses that his company fixed up 
and sold. 

The Whelans’ remote sat mostly 
untouched on a stand ona mantel. But, on 
that afternoon in July 2010, the babysitter 
hadn’t noticed when Oscar, playing, acci- 
dentally knocked the device onto the 
ground, igniting a small hidden flame. As 
day turned to night, the unseen fire slowly 
warmed the glass front. By bedtime, the 
glass was scalding. 

Afterward, a sense of loneliness and guilt 
struck the parents as they navigated the 
medical process, which included skin-peel- 
ing and skin grafts using flesh from Signe’s 
thigh. (Skin grafts are particularly challeng- 
ing for small children because their bones 
quickly outgrow the new skin just as they 
outgrow clothes.) “We thought, ‘Wow, what 
a couple of dumb parents,” Sean says, shak- 
ing his head. In the days after his daughter 
was burned, Whelan called the residents of 


those homes he had installed the fireplaces 
in to warn them. Though none reported any 
problems, it turned out that the Whelans’ 
was not an isolated incident. 

A 2004 American Burn Association study 
concluded that “We have seen an alarming 
increase in the incidence of pediatric palm 
burns associated with gas fireplaces. The 
increasing popularity of these units places 
more children at risk. While there are no 
official statistics available, U.S. Sen. Al 
Franken has cited one estimate, first 
reported by consumer protection site 
FairWarning.org in 2011, that claimed that 
between 1999 and 2009, around 2,000 
children aged five and under suffered burns 
from glass enclosed fireplaces.” Between 
2009 and April 2011, at least four such 
incidents led to lawsuits, in California, 
Colorado, Vermont, and Wisconsin.

In May 2011, the Whelans also sued, 
claiming that Miles Industries should be 
held liable for the family’s medical costs and 
emotional damages. That legal process is 
ongoing. 

The issue is over how much responsibil- 
ity fireplace makers have to protect con- 
sumers from getting burned by their 
products. For a fireplace to be certified un- 
der American National Standards Institute, 
exposed surfaces must not exceed 117 de- 
grees. These regulations, however, specifi- 
cally exclude the glass fronts, which can 
reach nearly 500 degrees. Sean Whelan 
didn’t know that. He assumed the window 


covering a fireplace worked like the heat- 
shielded glass on oven doors. 

Industry executives, though, had been 
fully aware for years. Court documents from 
Whelan’s case show that in February 2005, 
Martin Miles, head of Miles Industries, sent 
a letter accepting an invitation to participate 
in “an Ad Hoc Working Group to address 
glass front temperatures.” (Miles Industries 
did not return a call seeking an interview). 

“I was recently approached by the 
head of the Vancouver Children’s Hospital 
Burn Unit on this issue,” Miles wrote. “She 
followed up with a graphic photo ofa 
burned toddler’s hand. This is an issue that 
deserves attention.” 

As industry executives met to discuss the 
issue, various potential solutions emerged. 
New York-based inventor William Lerner 
pitched the group on his patent — an LED 
light that would signal when the glass 
reached a certain temperature. One com- 
pany, Hearth and Home Technology, de- 
cided to install mesh screens over its 
product’s glass windows. The majority of the 
manufacturers, though, did nothing. By 
2009, the only industry-wide shift, imple- 
mented by the ANSI, was a requirement that 
instruction manuals include a “Hot Glass 
Will Cause Burns” warning. 

“The problem is people are unaware of 
how hot these fireplace glass doors actually 
get,”says Curt Monhart, a former marketing 
executive for Michigan-based Hart and 
Cooley, which supplied ventilation products 
to the fireplace makers. “It would be to the 
detriment of the manufacturers to increase 
the visibility of what the dangers are.” 

And then came the lawsuits and the na- 
tional attention. In March 2011, two months 
before the Whelan family filed suit, Franken 
began declaring that the Consumer Protec- 
tion Safety Commission create mandatory 
federal regulations for the fireplace industry 
“to reduce the burn hazard of glass-enclosed 
fireplaces.” In June 2011, Lennox Fireplace, 
one of the industry’s biggest companies, set- 
tled a lawsuit with the family of an infant 
who had suffered burns similar to Signe’s, 
agreeing to send protective screens to 
500,000 people who owned the appliance. 
More recently, Dan Dillard, executive direc- 
tor of the American Burn Association, an- 
nounced that his organization, working with 
a network of hospitals, will soon release the 
first study that officially quantifies how often 
these accidents occur. 

The industry buckled. In December 2012, 
the Hearth, Patio and Barbecue Association, 
the industry group that oversees fireplace 
makers, announced that it would implement 
anew voluntary standard: By 2015, compa- 
nies must provide protective screens with 
each glass-encased fireplace. 

By then, Signe Whelan will be in first 
grade, still growing into her hands.

Body Politic 
SLUT WIENER REVEALS A PATTERN 
UF BUREAUCRAIC STREAMLINING.

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he wall thermometer says it’s 
barely 55 degrees inside the Glen 
Canyon Recreation Center. The 
assembled community members 
wear socks with their sandals. 
But then, they likely would have anyway. 

A hapless neighborhood association 
president has the piteous duty of moderat- 
ing a presentation by city officials justify- 
ing the removal of aging trees to residents 
who liken eucalyptus groves to cathedrals. 
He starts by laying out ground rules for the 
night’s festivities, beginning with the com- 
mon-sense suggestion that speakers 
should be allowed to speak. 

“T think we should have interruptions,” 
interrupts a woman in the crowd. “Why,” 
stammers the moderator, rocked back on 
his heels, “would you want interruptions 
during the presentation? The concern is 
—” He is interrupted again: “They’Il have 
more time than us!” 

Another audience member chimes in. “I 
think the questions should actually be 
questions.” Sandals hit the floor; audience 
members rise in indignation. “No! I object! 
A lot of people want to make statements. 
We should be heard!” A woman peers at 
the door. “Is Supervisor Wiener here yet? 
Which one is Supervisor Wiener?” 

The latter is a question asked rarely, 
and never twice. Scott Wiener is 6-foot-7 
and has the physique of an exclamation 
mark. His elongated features and piercing 
stare give him the appearance of an East- 
ern Orthodox icon in the flesh, and his de 
facto blank expression makes him appear 
utterly forlorn — until he smiles, and 
appears even more so. This is how he 
spends his evenings. 

Over the next several chilly hours a San 
Francisco ritual is acted out. Concerned 
community members — “stakeholders,” in 
government-speak — express grave con- 
cerns over attempts to alter the status quo. 
Statements are made. People are heard. 
Following the familiar script, after count- 
less similar stakeholder meetings, delicate 
compromises are meticulously crafted at 
the glacial pace befitting any alteration to 
the fabric of our unique city. 

Or not. Within days, men with chain- 
saws are razing the eucalyptus cathedrals. 
“This isn’t the proverbial tree falling in the 
forest when no one is there,” Wiener tells 
an attendee at the meeting. It was high 
time to stop talking and start cutting. 

“He’ll consult people. It’s not that he 
doesn’t consult people,” says former Su- 
pervisor Christina Olague, who worked 
both with and against Wiener during her 
tenure. “But when he doesn’t agree ...” she 
laughs. “That’s it, man. That’s it.” For those 
who venerate this city’s political process 
like a cathedral, Wiener is the man with 
the chainsaw. “He decides what he thinks 
is right,” continues Olague. “And he just 
pushes it through.”

of the city. For much of the nation, San Fran- 
cisco still exists as the embodiment of Scott 
McKenzie’s eponymous 1967 anthem — ours 
is the city of “gentle people with flowers in 
their hair.”

McKenzie died last year. We’re living in 
a vastly different San Francisco, where a 
transformative tech boom has driven rental 
and property rates to obscene levels. In an 
increasingly affluent and self-absorbed 
city, there’s an opening for a politician less 
concerned with making San Francisco a 
city on a hill than working on the pipes be- 
neath it. This is Scott Wiener’s time, and 
we're living in Scott Wiener’s city. 

“Scott is the median of San Francisco 
politics right now,” says University of San 
Francisco political science professor Co- 
rey Cook. “He’s a generally pro-develop- 
ment supervisor focusing on quality-of-life 
issues when the city is generally pro-de- 
velopment and focusing on quality-of-life 
issues. The allies he has picked up are cer- 
tainly more politically powerful than the 
enemies he has created. Right now, Scott’s 
on the crest of the wave.” 

A decade ago, when San Francisco was 
awash in the radically different political 
wave of the “progressive revolution,” a 
wet-behind-the ears Supervisor Aaron Pe- 
skin offered a ride to a holiday party to 
Wiener, then a wet-behind-the-ears dep- 
uty city attorney. They were an odd couple 
— Peskin a short, driven man who made 
his bones as a preservationist; Wiener a 
tall, driven man who had his eyes on 
change. Peskin would go on to serve as 
board president and in large part run San 
Francisco when Mayor Gavin Newsom 
couldn’t be bothered to. (Four years out of 
office, he is still very much a progressive 
shot-caller.) Wiener, meanwhile, had am- 
bitions of his own. 

“He told me right then and there he 
wanted to be a supervisor, then a state or 
federal elected official,” recalls Peskin, 
now Wiener’s most vocal clothes-wearing 
critic. Sizing up his passenger, Peskin 
didn’t think much of Wiener’s chances. 
“Let everyone have their dream.” But Pes- 
kin was wrong. And now Wiener is at the 
legislative wheel of the entire city, with the 
rest of us along for the ride. 

Most San Franciscans won’t run afoul of 
Wiener’s anti-nudity ordinance. Yet the 
supervisor’s passed or pending legislation 
touches on the city’s most elemental sub- 
jects: housing, development, transporta- 
tion. Wiener has emerged as the most 
capable legislator on the board. Even his 
ideological opponents funnel him mate- 
rial, because they know he’Il work aggres- 
sively to ram it through — hastily, and with 
minimal compromising. 

Scott Wiener, a man who has been 
chewed up and spit out by this city’s politi- 
cal process, has less reverence for it than 
most. Those who embrace rituals meant to

extract concessions while slowing (or out- 
right halting) change have little use for 
Wiener’s efforts at “streamlining” or, 
worse yet, “reform.” 

In Wiener’s San Francisco, the lyrics to 
McKenzie’s song may not be so ill-fitting 
after all: “There’s a whole generation with 
a new explanation — people in motion, 
people in motion.” 


has been driven as much or more by 

what you’re against as what you're for. 
Opposition to the runaway development 
and rampant cronyism of the Willie Brown 
era galvanized the “progressive revolution” 
of 2000. Brown’s handpicked successor, 
Newsom, continued to serve as bogeyman 
for the city’s left, while the bombastic Peskin 
and profane Chris Daly returned the favor 
for moderates. Politics became vitriolic and 
personal, and these embittered men had 
oversize personalities and vitriol to spare. 
Their battles were as nasty as any on the 
floor of the Taiwanese parliament, minus 
the chair-swinging (though it did get close). 

As much as Wiener has become a light- 
ning rod for controversy, he does not neatly

fit this mold. It’s hard to take umbrage at 
his personality when his personality is 
opaque. He is not a charismatic or dynamic 
figure like Brown, Newsom, Daly, or Pes- 
kin; Wiener’s extended, wonky discourses 
are delivered in the monotone of aman 
dictating his name on an outgoing voice- 
mail message. And while Wiener is, plainly, 
a political striver, colleagues see him as less 
conventionally political than most. 

“Scott’s real skill is, I have never seen 
him cave on his principles,” says former 
moderate Supervisor Sean Elsbernd. Adds 
Olague, “What makes him effective is also 
why so many people don’t like him. He’s 
not political; people go to him with legisla- 
tion, and if he likes it, he’Il get it through. If 
you put that legislation on another supervi- 
sor’s desk, they’d probably bend to political 
pressure. It’d still be sitting on their desk.” 

Wiener has managed to pick and choose 
issues that confound cardboard notions of 


what it is to be progressive or moderate — 
leading to deeply bizarre political battles. 
He targeted the insidiously connected 
Academy of Art University’s longstanding 
practice of cannibalizing rent-controlled 
housing and converting it into lucrative, 
four-to-a-room dorms, yet also pushed to 
enable the creation of towering rabbit war- 
rens of 220-square-foot “micro-units” to 
house the ascendant, moneyed, single 
techies permeating San Francisco. Wiener 
managed to pull off the mind-blowing feat 
of simultaneously angering the tenant- 
crushing Academy and every last tenants- 
rights group in the city (which have 
doubled down against him due to a pend- 
ing condo conversion ordinance they por- 
tray as a means to erode rent control and 
evict tenants). 

Depending on how one spins it, this was 
an act of inspired political independence, 
recklessness — or both. It was certainly 
not the behavior of someone receiving a 
late-night phone call telling him how to 
vote. “Scott is his own man,” concedes Pes- 
kin. “He is not a wholly owned subsidiary 
of anyone.” 

Last year, Wiener tangled with the 
Academy and bucked the mayor and PG&E 
by siding with CleanPowerSF, providing 
the board with a veto-proof majority. And 
in amove his opponents spun as a swipe at 
the city’s service providers, Wiener unsuc- 
cessfully attempted to force nonprofits to 
pay transit mitigation fees to Muni. 

“What was really at issue is whether 
big, powerful nonprofits like the hospitals 
would be paying a transit impact fee,” 
explains Rafael Mandelman, Wiener’s pro- 
gressive opponent in the bitterly contested 
2010 race for District 8 supervisor. No city 
progressive would argue the California 
Pacific Medical Centers of the world 
shouldn’t pay for transit impacts brought 
about by their massive development proj- 
ects, “but they don’t,” Mandelman contin- 
ues. “Scott was trying to change that. So 
who’s on the left and who’s on the right 
now? Academy of Art, PG&E, the Hospital 
Council — that’s about as powerful as 
it gets.” 

Two years ago, Wiener was the Cham- 
ber of Commerce’s preferred legislator. 
Last year, however, it ranked him in the 
middle of the pack, behind Jane Kim. But 
they’re still thrilled to have him over for 
power breakfasts to talk shop. Scott Wiener 
is independent, but he’s still Scott Wiener. 

Reviewing Wiener’s attempts to 
“streamline” or “reform” city rules, pat- 
terns emerge. His gambit to rejigger the 
city’s ballot initiative process would have 
given the Board and mayor the power to 
undo voter-approved measures. His at- 
tempt to revamp the campaign consultant 
ordinance would have allowed the dys- 
functional Ethics Commission and super- 
visors to alter rules governing their own 
political consultants; currently only voters 
can enact those changes. Wiener’s ongoing 
attempts to modify the city’s approach to 
the California Environmental Quality Act 
(CEQA) would require development crit- 
ics to cede more unchecked responsibility 
to a Planning Department those critics feel 
is beholden to developers (and which let 
the Academy of Art brazenly flout city 


cott Wiener’s has proven he can 
often expedite a sluggish political 
process.

eWiener’s restaurant legislation did 
largely unravel the Gordian knot of reg- 
ulations in this city, reducing the cate- 
gories of eatery from 13 to three. But, 
counterintuitively, for some aspiring 
restaurateurs this created more red 
tape, not less. 


¢The transit impact fees Wiener has 
championed could result in hundreds of 
millions of dollars pouring into the cash- 
strapped Municipal Transportation 
Agency over the next several decades. 
Rather than undergoing individual traf- 
fic impact studies, the parameters of 
developers’ projects would be fed into a 
city program, which would generate an 
impact fee to be paid to Muni. Critics, 
however, claim the program’s metrics 
are flawed and arbitrary. And, more 
damningly, the money paid to Muni will 
not be mandated to offset the specific 
impacts caused by an individual devel- 
opment. It will instead amass in a pot 
and be used for whatever Muni uses its 
millions of dollars for. 


eEven Wiener’s anti-nudity legislation 
has potential fatal flaws. While courts 
have consistently rejected that merely 
being nude is protected speech, the 
situation grows murkier when nudity 
is tied to a political message. Christina 
DiEdoardo, the nudists’ attorney, 
writes that a “naked man with an 
#occupy cockring” would trump the 
ordinance. This would make for a most 
unusual “Exhibit A” — but a judge may 
yet concur. 


rules for decades). “What we have,” says 
Larry Bush, a veteran politico who has 
clashed with Wiener on Ethics Commis- 
sion matters, “is a repeated practice of re- 
ducing what the public can see.” 

Perhaps Wiener was destined to write 
the anti-nudity ordinance. 


unathletic, closeted Jewish boy in 

what his longtime political strategist 
David Latterman calls “the yee-haw part 
of south Jersey.” In 1997, after graduating 
from Duke University and Harvard Law 
School, he headed to San Francisco, a place 
where, as Wiener puts it, “you can go and be 
who you are.” 

Just who Wiener is is open to debate. He 
does not make himself easy to know. Wie- 
ner is aremarkably controlled individual; 
friends and colleagues of two decades who 
have been by his side as he suffered set- 
backs as a high-profile gay activist and poli- 
tician say they’ve never seen him lose his 
composure or even raise his voice. Wiener 
has, extremely publicly, been betrayed by 
his so-called political friends; his actual 
friends are largely nonpolitical. Wiener 
tightly compartmentalizes his life. >> 072

He politely requested SF Weekly not 
contact his family back East. The one close 
friend who spoke with us is his former law 
school roommate, Adam Cohn. Wiener, 
Cohn says, is not the social misfit he is 
portrayed as — though Wiener has lugged 
hardback Robert Caro biographies of 
Lyndon Johnson to the beach as summer 
reading. “When they first meet Scott, 
people make the mistake of thinking he’s 
too uptight or too serious. But he’s not,” 
says Cohn. “He is very comfortable in 

his skin and very comfortable with other 
people.” 

The supervisor’s friends enjoy a side 
of him that evidently isn’t on display for 
his colleagues on the board. Fellow supes 
say they can’t recall Wiener ever cracking 
ajoke. Wiener’s staffers note he’s an in- 
somniac who has been known to send out 
cogent and grammatically correct policy- 
related text messages at midnight, 3, and 6 
a.m. Wiener’s board colleagues know this. 
Says one, “There’s no spouse. No kids. No 
movies. No book club. No Warriors. No 
nothing. This is it. Morning, noon, night. 
It’s all he does. And he loves it.” 

Wiener does not deny this (though he 
does have a fondness for schlocky horror 
films). He admits to working 80 hours or 
more, seven days a week, with up toa 
dozen events to attend every weekend. “I 


and with a capacity to govern and solve 
problems. Someone who shies away from 
the big issues and actually gets things 
done,” says S.F. State professor emeritus 
Rich DeLeon, the dean of local political 
scientists. The first decade of this century 
featured large-scale San Francisco social 
policy changes — and high-decibel poli- 
tics. Wiener offers neither of these, and, 
for good or ill, that’s what today’s San 
Franciscans reward. Despite the overt 
machinations of powerful political sharks 
and a persona as tantalizing as dry oat- 
meal, Mayor Ed Lee easily fended off all 
challengers. Lee and Wiener are not 
political twins — but “he gets it done” is 
an attractive mantra to affix to oneself 
these days. 

“The window of major policy revision 
is mostly closed. Now it’s moving from 
outward-looking to inward-looking,” 
continues DeLeon. “I think San Francisco 
seems to be happy with its more prag- 
matic, business-oriented, jobs-oriented 
agenda and the kind of people who can 
work with that.” 

Wiener can work with that. The tall 
young man riding shotgun in Peskin’s car 
would struggle to be elected in the San 
Francisco of the day. Peskin’s raison d’étre 
of preserving neighborhoods and extract- 
ing concessions from developers resonated 
with a populace wary of the rampant cor- 
ruption, displacement, and uncontrolled

have been dumped by people not willing to 
be a politician’s spouse,” he says. “That’s 
fine. It’s not for everyone.” 

The supervisor’s prorated hourly take 
puts him well behind a city janitor. He is 
earning far less than he did as a city attor- 
ney, which, in turn, was far less than he did 
as a private litigator “(My mother says ’m 
downwardly mobile”). When asked what, 
after all of this toil, he hopes his legacy will 
be, he does not rattle off the iconic accom- 
plishments of his predecessors: Healthy 
San Francisco, the minimum wage ordi- 
nance, paid sick leave. Within seconds, 
Wiener is touting his measures to simplify 
the city’s regulations for operating restau- 
rants or secondhand shops, or the pro- 
posed widening of the sidewalks on Castro 
— “a dream of the community for 15 years.” 

Between cranking out work texts in 
the wee hours, perhaps Wiener is dream- 
ing about pavement. While the supervisor 
himself is larger than life, his chosen 
policy areas are not. But that works in his 
favor. Right now, San Franciscans aren’t 
complaining. 

“Things have reached the point — and 
not only locally — that the average Joe Cit- 
izen longs for someone quiet, competent, 


development of the Brown years. But those 
voters have, in large part, been offset by 
affluent newcomers amenable to Wiener’s 
quality-of-life politics and policies friendly 
to both development and business. 

Growth isn’t a dirty word for them. They 
are growth. 

Wiener looks forward to the 2,000 or so 
housing units slated to sprout in his district 
between Castro and Octavia alone (making 
him the rare pro-development supe un- 
afraid to push for construction in his own 
district). Residents settling in San Fran- 
cisco due to Wiener’s land-use policies are 
likely to be amenable to such policies. 
Along with a growing tally of residents in 
District 8 and citywide, they’ll ask why the 
city shouldn’t cater to business coming off 
arecession. Why shouldn’t the city ease 
businesses into those vacant storefronts — 
and panhandlers or obnoxious exhibition- 
ists out of the public spaces? 

Wiener can work with that. “The prevail- 
ing attitude in San Francisco is that if you 
promote business, development, and the 
tech industry, you'll be serving everyone,” 
admits Supervisor John Avalos. The pro- 
gressive stalwart is candid in his assessment 
of Wiener: “The city has come to him.” 


from the politician he was to the 

politician he is in 2008, when he met 
with Peskin in the president of the Board 
of Supervisors’ North Beach abode. 
Wiener, then the head of the San Francisco 
Democratic Party, was given an ultimatum. 
He could retain his position as Democratic 
chair if and only if he agreed to a series of 
terms favorable to Peskin and the party’s 
progressive wing. These stipulations were 
non-negotiable, and Wiener refused them. 
Peskin set about swaying members of the 
party to dump the incumbent and install 
him. And, via an 18-16 vote, he succeeded. 
Wiener’s Harvard chums David Chiu 
and David Campos — both of whom he’d 
aided politically — flipped on him. After 
the vote, Wiener shook hands with 
erstwhile supporters who’d betrayed 
him, sighing, “People continue to 
disappoint me.” 

So, not quite five years down the road, 
it’s hardly surprising that even left-leaning 
groups seek out Wiener as a legislative co- 
sponsor specifically because he won’t shy 
away from conflict with Peskin. Wiener is 
not conflict-averse. 

On issues where every last stakeholder 
desires change, he’s happy to hug it out, or- 
chestrating countless meetings and kick- 
ing around draft proposal after draft 
proposal. But in situations where “you 
know groups of people don’t want legisla- 
tion to happen, period, and will do every- 
thing they can to sabotage it,” he says, 
Wiener removes his velvet glove. His pro- 
posed ordinances are crafted largely sans 
negotiations, and are effectively “opening 
offers,” which “forces the other side to ne- 
gotiate,” says the former litigator. 

“He throws everything but the kitchen 
sink in there,” notes transportation and 
environmental activist Tom Radulovich. 
“That creates rancor. But it works.” Radu- 
lovich, in fact, has been happy to pass ma- 
terial to Wiener, whom he characterizes as 
“a very effective legislator.” 

“Scott doesn’t have a lot of patience for 
the San Francisco layers of progress — the 
‘We had 400 meetings about this’ thing,” 
continues Radulovich. “Once Scott sets his 
mind on what he’s gonna do, that’s what he 
does. Other supervisors get bogged down 
or scared when someone says, ‘Oh, you 
should have 400 meetings.’ Scott’s bold- 
ness and impatience can be a virtue. He'll

often say, ‘It’s been through enough pro- 
cess, it’s gotta be fine by now.’ The Peskins 
of the world live on process. This is why he 
and they clash.” 

In the short term, Peskin’s 2008 usur- 
pation paid off handsomely. Every cause or 
candidate the local party endorsed or di- 
rected resources toward came up aces; 


progressives swept the ’08 Board elections. 


Two years later, however, the Midas touch 
evaporated. And Wiener had, methodi- 
cally, been canvassing District 8 all the 
while. “This guy had been knocking on 
doors for two years. Two years! Nobody 
does that,” says Peskin. “I gotta tell you — 
this guy works his ass off.” Wiener 
knocked on more than 15,000 doors on 
weekends, evenings, and lunch breaks be- 
tween 2008 and ’10. He wrote up 24 
monthly campaign plans in the two years 
prior to the election. And he handily 
bested Rebecca Prozan, as well as anointed 
progressive and Democratic Party choice 
Mandelman. 

“Progressives have the unique ability of 
turning potential friends into enemies and 
creating tests that people fail. Then we rail 
against them and make them even worse,” 
says Mandelman. When Wiener bucked 
the Chamber of Commerce, they were still 
happy to break bread with him at clubby 
breakfast meetings. But when the younger 
Wiener didn’t adhere to every command- 
ment carried down from the progressive

mountain, he was purged. “Scott took what 
could have been a devastating setback and 
made it into acause célebre,” continues 
Mandelman. “In the process, we turned an 
ally into an opponent.” 

Attempts to squash Wiener in ’08 only 
made him stronger. The progressives who 
rail against him and his vision for the city 
can take some credit for empowering Wie- 
ner to be ina position to enact it. 


he packet of accomplishments Wie- 
T ner hands out to those curious about 

how he spends his days is 10 pages 
long. Even politically studious voters may 
not be aware of the broad swath of subjects 
Wiener has addressed, or the intense minu- 
tiae he wallows in. He’s clearly doing things 
— but it’s such a range of things that it’s diffi- 
cult to explain to voters just what he’s doing. 
Wiener is, simply, a doer. 

On the highly contentious issues he’s 
taken on — preservation, CEQA — he’s 
forced small groups of entrenched activists 
to explain, in highly technical terms, why 
the status quo should be maintained for in- 
tensely complex processes no one could 
argue work well. Wiener, meanwhile, takes 
the easier path of claiming he’s simply try- 
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ing to reform a broken system. In his high- 
profile anti-nudity battle, it’s easy for him 
to maintain his desired image of the adult 
in the room when his opponents petu- 
lantly remove their clothing or brag on the 
Internet about attempts to ambush Wiener 
and photograph his genitals, perineum, or 
anal region. 

But the skills that allowed Wiener to 
become a prolific legislator among his 
peers have not worked their magic on vot- 
ers. Two of the three charter amendments 
he’s placed on the ballot have been re- 
jected. Most notably, Proposition E of 2011 
was snubbed by 67 percent of voters de- 
spite its foes raising just $13,200 to combat 
it (tech investor turned moderate cash ma- 
chine Ron Conway pitched in $10,000 to- 
ward the measure). In short, Prop. E would 
have enabled future Boards of Supervisors 
or mayors to amend or repeal future voter- 
enacted measures. Wiener will be the 
smartest guy in almost any room he walks 
into — but it’s asking a lot of voters to es- 
sentially cede this point by allowing him 
and other elected officials to undermine 
measures they ratified at the ballot box. “I 
got my rear end handed to me on Prop. E,” 
admits Wiener. “Voters always ask me, 
‘Why can’t you guys do your jobs?’ So I 
proposed a policy to see if they really 
meant it. ... We have a dysfunctional ballot 
system. I thought it was important to pro- 
pose reform.” 

That sounds about right. Even in losing, 
Wiener can claim he was attempting to re- 
form a broken system, while his opponents 
battled to retain the unworkable status 
quo. His subtle efforts to change the city’s 
rules, akin to altering a few lines of coding 
within a vast program, could lead to dras- 
tic changes. But few can be bothered to 
parse those details. And, even when Wie- 
ner fails, he’s never gotten into a wreck se- 
rious enough he hasn’t walked away from 
it. Nothing has even slowed him down. 

“Ninety-nine of 100 voters won’t havea 
clue what [Prop. E] was about,” explains 
Latterman, Wiener’s longtime strategist. 
“T’ve said this to Scott over and over again: 
It doesn’t matter if you lose or win. People 
will remember you did something. Here’s 
the guy who’s doing something. 

“They’ve heard of him. He does shit. 
And they respect him.”

REINVENTING OPERA 


Opera Parallele presents the Bay Area pre- 
miere of Osvaldo Golijov’s Ainadamar, a one- 
act contemporary opera that explores the 
relationship between politics and artistic 
expression. Ainadamar (“Fountain of 
Tears”) tells the story of avant-garde poet 
and dramatist Federico Garcia Lorca, who 
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Theater ina Buddhist 
Church? Om my. 
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was executed by fascist soldiers during the 
Spanish Civil War for crimes of cultural rad- 
icalism. The piece is told in flashback 
through the eyes of Lorca advocate and fa- 
mous exiled Catalan stage actress Margarita 
Xirgu. Now nearing the 10th anniversary of 
its Tanglewood debut, this piece has under- 
gone a multimedia transformation. Through 
video projection, lighting, and modern stage 
design, Opera Parallele has created a pulsat- 
ing and cinematic viewing experience. The 
company enlisted local flamenco choreogra- 
pher La Tania to draw on Lorca’s work. The 
performance also features soprano Marnie 
Breckenridge and mezzo soprano Lisa 
Chavez in Ainadamar’s famous trouser role. 
Opera Parallele honors Lorca as a symbol 
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for freedom of artistic expression with a vi- 
brant, confrontational production loaded 
with artistic exuberance.

San Francisco Theater Pub has long ca- 
tered to audiences who find most theater 
too stuffy — that is, not free and not staged 
in a bar. This month’s show, The Heart Plays, 
taps yet another niche audience: those 
who cannot tolerate plays of more than 18 
lines. But this is no one-minute happening;

EMBODYING ART 


Things weren’t going so hot in Japan a de- 
cade after WWII. Two of its cities were re- 
covering from having been brutally 
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bombed, and the entire country was deal- 
ing with postwar societal depression. Add 
to this the beginnings of the questioning 
and unrest that would eventually explode 
into the youth movements of the ’60s and 
you have an environment in which art 
starts getting gloriously weird. The exhibi- 
tion “Gutai” examines that moment in Jap- 
anese history and the artists who 
attempted to push their country into anew 
way of thinking and have some fun besides. 
Founded in 1954 by Jiro Yoshihara, the 
Gutai group took its name from a Japanese 
word that translates as “embodiment,” and 
they indeed used their bodies in ways few 
artists before them would have dared. Sa- 
buro Murakami sent himself flying 
through paper screens, gleefully ripping 
them as he went, while Kazuo Shiraga 
liked to swing across his canvases ona 
rope as he dripped paint from his feet. It 
all proved hugely inspiring to the perfor- 
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mance and conceptual artists that came af- 
ter them, and the exhibition includes 
contemporary work that demonstrates 
Gutai’s influence to this day.

The Magic Theatre and San Francisco Playhouse offer (partial) escapes from downward spirals.

n the Magic Theatre’s “rolling world 
premiere” production of Se Llama 
Cristina, written by Octavio Solis and 
directed by Loretta Greco, set de- 
signer Andrew Boyce so meticu- 
lously renders a landscape of poverty that, 
watching it, you feel cockroaches crawling 
on your neck. The grime-caked walls of 
this place are supported by baseboards 
made of cork, and one cleaner rectangle 
suggests the former site of a picture frame. 
Grease shines from the linoleum floors, on 
which trash and battered pieces of furni- 
ture are scattered like the islands of an ar- 
chipelago. The grayish lighting, by 
designer Burke Brown, makes it impossi- 
ble to tell whether it’s night or day. 

For Vera (Sarah Nina Hayon) and Miki 
(an amiably bewildered Sean San José), it 
doesn’t matter whether it’s night or day

anyway. The couple have more urgent 
concerns: figuring out how they know 
each other, what they’re doing stuck ina 
dingy room, and why there’s an empty 
syringe bobbing in Miki’s arm. During the 
rest of the play, they try to answer those 
questions, only occasionally succeeding. 
Their problems are compounded by Vera’s 
predatory boyfriend, Abel (a 
scrumptiously villainous Rod Gnapp), who 
sniffs out his runaway lover like a 
bloodhound, as well as the haunting 
presence of a possible infant, symbolized 
by acrib and a leg of fried chicken. 

Just when you think you can identify 
this cyclical play’s chronological beginning 
and end, it upends those conceptions. Yet 
there is one clear progression: The cou- 
ple’s bond is withering under the stress of 
trying to survive on the run, which means 
giving up Vera’s dreams of becoming a 
teacher and Miki’s of writing poetry. 

Parts of the play feel artificial. Forays 
into narration are incongruous and stilted,

characters have some kind of amnesia and 
are locked in a room for no apparent 
reason, reeks of contrivance. 

Yet Solis’ drama transcends these flaws 
through the power of the theater to simul- 
taneously stage two different outcomes. 
The characters glimpse a way out of their 
downward spiral with a vision of the fu- 
ture that’s at once discouragingly similar 
to and infinitely richer than their present. 


ver at San Francisco Playhouse,

Stephen Andy Guirgis’ The 
Motherfucker with the Hat shows Hispanic 
characters trapped in other kinds of cycles: 
the chronic abuse of drugs and loved ones. 
At rise, Jackie (Gabriel Marin, with 
everyman charm) is at the zenith of his 
recovery, with a new job, a feisty girlfriend, 
Veronica (an alternately fearless and 
childlike Isabelle Ortega), and a supportive 
sponsor, Ralph (Carl Lumbly). But within 
minutes, over-the-top foreplay — “You’re 
gonna be levitating 3 feet off the mattress” 
— becomes an over-the-top spat — “Go lick 
your sponsor’s fucking balls, bitch.” The 
cause is the hat of the title, belonging toa 
mysterious man. When Jackie sights it, he 
circles it as a shark marks its prey, 
prompting him to sniff Veronica’s room for 
further evidence. The olfactory verdict? 
“Aqua Velva and dick.” 

In some ways, this is a classic story of 
love, betrayal, and revenge that also covers 
perennial Guirgis themes: the self-loathing 
and self-denying of the addicted; the self- 
righteousness of the clean; and the 
relationship of both types to a nebulous, 
impossible ideal of being a good person. 
This play is lighter fare than the Magic’s, 
more tragicomedy than drama, especially 
with the tremendous Rudy Guerrero as

oman Coppola’s new film feels 
like a noble failure, but it’s hard 
to say exactly why. Maybe it has 
something to do with how Cop- 
pola, as co-writer for Moonrise 
Kingdom, helped that film transcend Wes 
Anderson’s suffocating control. Here, with 
Coppola fully in charge of his own material, 
the suffocation comes from a lack of control. 
Or maybe it’s that the first star vehicle for the 
meltdown-tarnished yet still sitcomish 
Charlie Sheen just ought to feel more auda- 
cious than this; it ought to feel like a proper 
trainwreck. With Bill Murray as his accoun- 
tant and Jason Schwartzman as his best 
client and pal, Sheen plays a’70s-era graphic 
designer, newly dumped and mired in con- 
cept-art memories or daydreams of fear and 
desire. This womanizing, fantasizing direc- 
tor-proxy seems deliberate kin to those of 
Fosse and Fellini, but instead of mustering 
the passion and invention of All That Jazz or 
8 1/2, Coppola’s movie shambles through the 
old familiar riffs. Accordingly its women, in- 
cluding Kathryn Winnick, Patricia Arquette, 
Aubrey Plaza, and Mary Elizabeth Winstead, 
seem neither beloved nor busy enough.

his must be a great time to be an 
author of supernatural young

Yossi It’s been 10 years since our last glimpse of Yossi 


Hoffman (Ohad Knoller), in director Eytan Fox’s 
breakthrough drama Yossi & Jagger, about gay 
lovers in the Israeli military. Built around a fatal 
raid on Lebanon, that film ended ona simple shot 
of Knoller’s sweet, smile-prone face, settling in 
for a long haul of grief and reflection. The face is 
rounder and wearier now, perpetually stubbled, 
the smile decommissioned. Now Yossiis alone, af- 
fectingly (if also affectedly) re-established by Fox 
and screenwriter Itay Segal as a broken-hearted 
cardiologist. He’s still dwelling in the closet, and 
in the past. A chance encounter with Jagger’s 
mother (Orly Silbersatz Banai) helps crack his 
shell, but doesn’t bring closure. Colleagues (Ola 
Schur-Selektar, Lior Ashkenazi) will try and fail 
to rouse him, but that task is better suited to an 
openly gay young soldier (Oz Zehavi) who takes a 
personal interest in the Yossi resuscitation project. 
The movie is tenderly committed to its mournful 
protagonist, tempering sentimentalism with 
sober discretion and even some wry humor: On 
(mandated) vacation at a resort in Eilat, all poor 
Yossi can think to do with himself is sit by the pool 
reading Deathin Venice. Gradually he begins rejoin- 
ing the world that has changed around him. It’s still 
a small world — those memories of Lebanon are 
too one-sided — but also, at least, a start. It’d be 
good to see Fox pull a Richard Linklater and visit 
Yossi again in another 10 years. (J.K.)

John Dies at the End Director Don Coscarelli hasn’t 


made many movies since his 1979 breakthrough, 
Phantasm, but they’re usually worth the wait. 
Arriving a decade after the fan favorite Bubba 
Ho-Tep, Coscarelli’s new horror-comedy John Dies 
at the End amps up the go-for-broke weirdness of 
his underrated Phantasm IV: Oblivion, and that’s 
high praise. The movie ricochets through the 
adventures of two bros who battle demonic forces 
with the help — and occasional hindrance — of an 
otherworldly drug dubbed “Soy Sauce.” While 
the racial politics are sometimes questionable, 
and there are a few too many dick jokes, John 
Dies at the End has far too much energy and too 
many interesting ideas for those gripes to ruin 
the fun. The movie may keep picking up plot 
threads only to drop them in pursuit of newer, 
shinier ones, but that’s also the point. Supporting 
actors Paul Giamatti, Clancy Brown, and the great 
Glynn Turman provide the acting muscle that the 
leads lack, and best of all, the majority of John 
Dies at the End’s vast quantity of gore appears to 
be practical effects, not CGI. For the most part, 
when heads explode or slug-monsters attack 
or pieces of meat assemble themselves into a 
bipedal monster, it’s not just pixels. Thank you 
for rewarding our patience, Don. (S.C.) 


Side Effects Ostensibly astory of comfortable Man- 


hattanites beset by depression, intervention, and 
complication, Side Effects operates on several tonal 
levels. Drawing plot parallels between pharma- 
ceutical opportunism and insider trading, it seems 
first to lean toward deadpan satire. Then come the 
shades of retro-thriller noir: mind-games between 
a well-meaning dupe and a foxy femme fatale. As 
to the who’s-who and what’s-what, that’s best 
revealed by the movie itself, but it may help to 
know that key players include Jude Law, Rooney 
Mara, Channing Tatum, and Catherine Zeta-Jones. 
Also, the director is Steven Soderbergh, seeming 
rather keen on closeups, for creating identification, 
and on focus pulls, for fogging it up. As camp, this 
could’ve been juicier, but of course Mara and Law in 
particular have a pedigreed intelligence that seems 
to call for something glassy and genteel — and 
have we got the director for that. The Soderbergh 
of Side Effects is at his coolly mercurial best, in that 


Eddie Vedder and Henry Rollins (not to mention 
San Francisco appellate specialist attorney Den- 
nis Riordan), plus Fran Walsh and Peter Jackson 
in loyal service to Berg as both crusaders and 
producers. Acknowledging multiple previous 
documentaries about the same case, Berg’s film 
mounts its own prosecution, first sifting through 
all the media hysteria, police misconduct, and 
political maneuvering that put the wrong people 
away for 18 years, then pointing an angry finger 
at one victim’s stepfather and calling him the 
killer. It’s compelling evidence, but also deeply 
unsettling after so thorough a condemnation of 
false accusations. Berg also records the impact of 
her own advocacy here, one of the results of which 
is former death-row languisher Damien Echols, 
once the trio’s alleged ringleader, becoming one 
of West of Memphis’ producers. Giving off the 
queasy feeling that we’ll be awash in bogus-justice 
documentaries for years to come, this film is an 
endurance test, but as another participant says, 
so is the ordeal it depicts. (J.K.)

No Country 
for 
Vegetarians 


The oleasures of 
eating meat at 
Belcampo’s butcher 
shop ana restaurant.

urns out that eating a burger in- 
side a butcher shop isn’t as off- 
putting as you might imagine. At 
least not at Belcampo Meat Co., 
one of the most sustainable and 
humane meat producers in the country. 
Whatever qualms I anticipated feeling didn’t 
arise, because eating meat in this monument 
to it is asingularly pleasurable experience. 
Belcampo’s restaurant and butcher shop is 
the head of a whole meat production chain 
that the company owns and manages, from 
raising its free-range animals on its 10,000- 





acre, CCOF-certified organic farm up near Mt. 


Shasta to processing them at its Yreka slaugh- 
ter facility, designed with input from animal- 
empath Temple Grandin. The 3-month-old 
butcher shop and restaurant in Larkspur, 30 
minutes north of San Francisco, is a prototype 
for planned expansion into the city and other 
points in California over the next year. 

You hear the platitude great meals come 
from great ingredients spouted a lot around 
the Bay Area in relation to produce, but not so 
much about protein. A major reason Belcam- 
po’s dishes are so delicious and satisfying is 
the quality of the meat — which is not to dis- 
count the smarts of chief executive Anya Fer- 
nald and head chef Ross Wollen, who have 
created dishes that put their product in the 
spotlight. They’ve also cannily designed the 
menu to highlight meat cuts they can’t easily 
sell in the butcher shop, ensuring they use as 
much of the animals as possible. 
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Case in point: a brunch hash made with 
braised beef cheeks so tender they melt in 
your mouth, accompanied by diced potatoes 
and a poached farm-fresh egg. It was simple 
comfort food, but the intensely beefy flavor of 
the meat was a revelation, one of those light- 
bulb moments that remind you how beef is 
supposed to taste: wild, gamey, interesting. 
This boldness is intentional - the beef is dry- 
aged in the butcher shop for 21 days to draw 
out its flavor. “I want it to have real personal- 
ity,” Fernald says. 

The beef is certainly the life of the party in 
the French dip — properly soft bun, a light 
bite from horseradish sauce, complex and 
beefy au jus — as well as the juicy cheese- 
burger. Both go very well with beef tallow 
fries (which have that umami roundness 
that McDonald’s spends a lot of money 
artificially creating) and come with house- 
made ketchup so sweet it almost tastes like 
tomato jam.

Cow isn’t the only thing on the menu, how- 
ever — all sorts of flesh and fowl are repre- 
sented. Lunch one day brought a goat meat 
sandwich, the meat tempered with Middle 
Eastern spices that softened its gamey edge. A 
sweet tomato cream sauce blanketed two 
well-seasoned, porky meatballs with an ideal 
meat-to-fat ratio. Turkey in a fricassee was so 
tender and flavorful you’d be forgiven for mis- 
taking it for pork. Dinner brings bigger en- 
trees like a 1.5-pound maple-glazed pork belly, 
which can be shared. 

It should be obvious by now that this is no 
place to take a vegetarian. Even the salads are 
heavy on the meat, like ared cabbage slaw 
with walnuts and big rashers of bacon, ora 
chicory salad with a sherry dressing, topped 
with an optional chicken gizzard confit. 

Belcampo is in the Marin Country Mart, a 


faux-rustic mall across from the ferry termi- 
nal. Its foodie options include a brewpub, a 
bakery, an ice cream shop, and an upscale 
Latin American joint, tucked in among sev- 
eral bougie shops. (When asked for directions 
to the bathroom, we were told they were 
“outside to the right, next to the dog clothing 
store.” It’s that kind of place.) 

The butcher shop-restaurant itself is 
bright, tiled, and airy, painted with the shop’s 
signature burnt orange and hand-drawings of 
animals with little blurbs about how happy 
they are. Half of the space is devoted to the 
open kitchen and marble-topped dining ta- 
bles; the other serves as the butcher shop and 
store, which peddles local products like Frog 
Hollow jam and Blue Bottle coffee as well as 
cuts of meat, from steaks and chops to mar- 
row bones and sweetbreads. In March, Fer- 
nald and Wollen plan to open a deli counter 
serving their own pastrami, corned beef, and 
turkey sandwiches, plus meats by the pound. 

And that’s the utopian ideal of a butcher 
shop-restaurant — the dishes are advertise- 
ments for the product, which you can then 
purchase and make yourself, knowing you’re 
making a choice for the environment as well 
as for flavor. On a weekend visit, we were so 
impressed with the richly spiced sausage on 
the breakfast sandwich (which was draped 
with a lovely, lemony hollandaise), we ended 
up walking away with a few packets of sau- 
sage and a carton of farm-fresh eggs for later. 
The company will launch online ordering and 
delivery this month, and Fernald plans to ex- 
pand into Los Angeles and Palo Alto this year, 
with a San Francisco location tentatively 
planned for early 2014. The world will bea 
better place for it.

slaw) or the Gwar garlic fries ($4), which con- 
jure up images of the front row being sprayed 
with ketchup. That would be rad. 

For all its caloric heft, the Fryin’ Maiden ($9, 
buttermilk fried chicken, aioli, apple jalapeno 
slaw), is light enough that it won’t conjure the 
Number of the Beast on your ass the rest of your 
day. The chile-spiked, deep-fried chicken breast 
is less crunchy than you would expect, but the 
meat is juicy and surprisingly rich for being lean. 
That richness is brightened by the tart apple 
pieces mixed in the mayo-based slaw that 
added some necessary acidity. 

This truck reminded us of the Voodoo Van, 
another rock truck, and got us daydreaming of a 
day we might see a battle of the bands-style 
“Monsters of Squawk” hard rock chicken sand- 
wich competition. 

Brass Knuckle (like the heavy metal lifestyle) 
isn’t something you do for your health, but a 
chicken sandwich on an especially hungover 
morning will take you from Eddie to ready.

ow that SF Weekly offices have moved 
to the Financial District, we’ve been ex- 
ploring the workday lunch options with 
some gusto.

vs. Trivia Nerds

i glad | came. | think. 

It seemed the perfect place to meet up 
with a friend and go over our plans to write a 
play based on the life of Billy Barty, Don’t Call 
Me Midget. Aspiring scribes, composers, po- 
ets, and drunks who scribble can wedge 
themselves into a weathered wooden corner 
of Edinburgh Castle and pretend to be tor- 
tured artists. 

For Don’t Call Me Midget, | was to bring the 
enthusiasm and knowledge for Barty, that 
groundbreaking “little person” actor. My 
friend, who | will call Herve, was to bring the 
film school screenplay chops, which is the 
closest we can come to actually knowing how 
to write a play.

Don’t get me wrong, this nerd loves 
Tuesdays at the Edinburgh, but we were trying 
to make art here.

The Edinburgh Castle has a Globe Theater 
vibe, with its two levels and wooden beams 
and Macbeth shtick.

That got me thinking of The Scottish 
Play, and how Barty is the antithesis of a tragic 
character. He is a hero for the disabled; he 
didn’t deny his difference, but he also didn’t 
apologize for it.

We were sitting on 
hot real estate, and folks began to hover over 
us like zombies in search of a feeding ground. 

Without words, we both got up to leave. 
Before my crotch was even parallel with the 
table some dude put his pint down in front of 
me to hold the spot. Get me outta here. 

On the way to the bus | suggested at least 
creating a Facebook page for Don’t Call Me 
Midget, to try and legitimize the project, 
which will of course never come to fruition. 
“Go for it,” said Hervé, which we all know 
means, “Yeah, we aren’t ever going to finish 
this. But at least we can pretend.” 

Maybe it will be a play within a play within 
a Facebook page. Now that’s thinking outside 
the box office.

Preservation Society 


Unknown Mortal Orchestra, Foxygen, and how (not) to steal from the past.

ou like Instagram, right? And 
what you like about Insta- 
gram, aside from the appetite 
stimulation and cat photos, 
are those nifty little filters. 
The ones that take your scrumptious 
Thanksgiving turkey, your big-eyed 1-year- 
old nephew, the street scene from your ta- 
ble outside Four Barrel coffee, and alter 
them just so, adding extra scrumptious- 
ness and urbanity. The fact that these fil- 
ters are meant to imitate the color-shifting 
effects of old films and cameras is inciden- 
tal; what they really do is make art out of 
your humdrum snapshot by ever so 
slightly fictionalizing it. The image, visibly 
altered, is made more meaningful — more 
beautiful — by being partly invented. 

We’re going to use this aspect of Insta- 
gram to talk about two young rock bands, 
and how the success and failure of their art 
is linked to the way their music filters (or 
doesn’t filter) its source material. These 
bands are called Foxygen and Unknown 
Mortal Orchestra, and they are touring to- 
gether now partly because their music bor- 
rows a lot (in some cases nearly everything) 
from rock music made by other bands de- 
cades ago. It’s what they do with what 
they’ve borrowed that sets them apart. 

Foxygen is a Los Angeles duo that just 
released an album called We Are the 21st 
Century Ambassadors of Peace and Magic. 
It should have been called We Are the Vil- 
lage Green Preservation Society Preserva- 
tion Society, because this is a 24-megapixel, 
archival-quality still-life of late-’60s Eng- 
lish rock. Photoshop Mick Jagger’s feline 
snarl at the front of the Kinks’ foppish pop, 
and you’d have created two-thirds of Foxy- 
gen’s new full-length. Here even the pro- 
duction, courtesy of Richard Swift, works 
like a time-traveling camera, exactingly re- 
creating the warm, smoky atmospheres of 
classic albums like Exile on Main Street and 
Highway 61 Revisited. But there’s no fresh 
filter here, no new lens to look through. It 
sounds just like the past. 

All that’s left for the members of Foxy- 
gen, then, is the arrangement of the sub- 
jects — the actual writing of the songs. 
They are good at this. “No Destruction” 
could pass for an Exile outtake. The playful 
piano and glockenspiel of “San Francisco” 
lend it the character of a Village Green tune 
— albeit one hijacked by the ironic mus- 
tache gestapo. Elsewhere we hear faithful 
reproductions of The Doors (on the steam- 
ing, straight-ahead charge of the title 
track) and the Velvet Underground (in the 
fractured chaos of “Bowling Trophies”). 

To the small degree that Foxygen 
succeeds in moving beyond its influences, 
it’s through its lyrics, which are 





memorable and a little confounding. 
“There’s no need to be an asshole, you’re 
not in Brooklyn anymore,” Sam France 
moans on “No Destruction,” and it’s one of 
a half-dozen lines that force you to crack a 
wry smile and wonder just what he’s 
talking about. But even in their portentous 
vagaries — insisting that they mean 
something important but declining to say 
exactly what — aren’t the members of 
Foxygen just showing that they learned 
the most important lesson of Bob Dylan’s 
career? 

If Foxygen is an achingly crisp snapshot 
of the past, Unknown Mortal Orchestra is 
the Instagram version, where clever filter- 
ing almost magically enlivens old-fash- 
ioned psychedelic rock. As with Foxygen, 
the core antecedents are clear: Black Sab- 
bath, Hendrix, and early Pink Floyd. (Also 
any band included on or influenced by a 
Nuggets compilation.) But the menu of 
sonic inputs doesn’t end there. While Un- 
known Mortal Orchestra’s debut employed 
hip-hop-style breakbeats, its follow-up, IT, 
places a more downbeat take on classic 
funk and R&B next to all the six-string 
wonkery. The highlight of the new album, 
“So Good at Being in Trouble,” is what you 
might get if Funkadelic guitarist Eddie Ha- 
zel had written “Little Wing” — a sweetly 
sad, guitar-driven soul tune that’s deeply 
affecting but not at all pretentious. 

Lacking a traditionally “good” voice, 
Ruban Nielson instead wields a unique 
one. On songs like “So Good at Being in 
Trouble” and “Faded in the Morning,” his 
wispy falsetto lands at the ideal intersec- 
tion of “bedroom” and “soul.” Elsewhere

his slightly distorted vocals come through 
like a scratchy whisper, interacting play- 
fully with his guitar work. 

There are far too many familiar sounds 
here to say that Unknown Mortal Orches- 
tra is truly breaking new ground. These 
guys love the classic effects of late-’60s 
psychedelia, like flanged drums and guitars 
over-saturated with analog fuzz and wah. 
And IT, like the band’s debut, comes 
swathed in a too-warm, dusty-sounding 
production that gives it the atmosphere of 
some long-lost relic. 

The key word there, though, is “lost”: 
Despite using off-the-shelf components, 
Unknown Mortal Orchestra built some- 
thing that doesn’t completely resemble 
what’s come before. The band’s relation- 
ship to its source material is akin to the 
Instagram-filtered photo of a familiar 
street view: Recognizable but altered, a 
slightly fictionalized edition that feels 
more like art than reportage. Foxygen may 
write better songs in the traditional sense, 
but there’s no filter to freshen its common 
influences. We Are the 21st Century Ambas- 
sadors of Peace and Magic feels like a high- 
definition snapshot of a scene we’ve all 
gazed upon way too many times. And how 
often do you drool over that kind of photo?

Swedish House Mafia 
remade rave music In 
rock’s image — and got 
America listening.

une 23, 2012, will likely leave an indelible 
J mark on pop music history. On this day, 

Swedish House Mafia, one of the biggest 
electronic dance music acts in the world, decided 
to call it quits at the height of its celebrity. The trio 
of Sebastian Ingrosso, Axwell, and Steve Angello 
is gearing up for a global farewell run aptly titled 
One Last Tour, which begins its North American 
leg in San Francisco this week with a five-night 
series at Bill Graham Civic Auditorium — most 
tickets for which sold out in about one minute. 

The popularity of the group is unquestionable. 
Since the arrival of “One (Your Name),” the 
group’s 2010 major-label debut single, the three 
Swedes have been poster boys for a new pop- 
crossover genre of electronic music dubbed 
“EDM.” Nowhere has this had more of an impact 
than the U.S., where they helped to develop one 
of the most profitable business models in today’s 
music industry by replacing revenue from 
recorded albums with ticket sales from ever-more 
spectacular live shows. The group’s exit from the 
world stage as a unified trio leaves a legacy that 
will, for better or worse, be with us for a long time 
to come — and seems all but certain to result ina 
string of reunion tours. 

What’s remarkable about Swedish House 
Mafia is how it’s become an easy point of entry for 
a subculture that was, at least in this country, 
historically marginalized. By combining an 
electronic sound palette with traditional pop song 
structure, the group managed to emerge from the 
European market, transcend the clubland niche, 
and gain a ubiquitous mainstream presence along 
the way. Listen to the music of Swedish House 
Mafia and you'll immediately notice that it has 
neither the soeaker-shredding bass contortions of 
Skrillex nor the faceless trance rush of Tiésto — 
the two artists closest to the Swedes in terms of 
annual earnings, according to a recent Forbes 


The end is near, or at least that’s what the 
three DJs claim. 


Say, a vocal hook from Pharrell Williams, or a 
soaring chorus from Swedish singer John Martin. 
Sonically huge anthems like “Save the World 
(Tonight)” and “Don’t You Worry Child” saw the 
group moving away from trance and dubstep and 
toward an easily consumable formula engineered 
to sit comfortably between LMFAO and the Black 
Eyed Peas on radio playlists. 

This commercial appeal catapulted the group 
through a series of achievements, including two 
Grammy nominations, an Absolut vodka TV 
advertisement, and the distinction of being the 
first ever EDM group to play — and sell out — 
Madison Square Garden. Like a trio of modern 
evangelists, Swedish House Mafia produced a 
short discography and extensive touring schedule 
that helped shift the taste of an entire generation 
of Americans toward dance. 

In a way, this group is the contemporary 
analog to the Bee Gees, the Australian outfit that 
catalyzed the mass popularity of disco in America 
by offering a straight, white alternative to the 
genre’s black, Latino, and gay roots. Doing much 
of the same thing musically — “house,” after all, is 
electronic disco that rose out of Chicago’s gay 
community in the 1980s — Swedish House Mafia 
took the countercultural and communal live 
experience of club music and replaced it with a 
fixation on pop-star identity. It swapped out the 
kinetic energy of attending a rave for a stage- 
focused spectacle more like a rock concert. 

Accordingly, the group has received some 
criticism, especially for its live show. Relying on 
intense visual effects like pyrotechnics and lasers, 
Swedish House Mafia performances tend to err on 
the melodramatic side. Last year, the trio found 
itself at the center of controversy when Angello 
was caught using a prerecorded mix instead of 
actually performing live. Strangely, this may prove 
to be the most lasting part of the group’s legacy, 
as the ensuing firestorm caused artists and fans to 
reevaluate their expectations. 

You might even say It indirectly resulted in 
EDM’s first manifesto. Deadmau5’s “We all hit 
play” was a short blog post arguing that what’s 
important to the genre are its fans and music 
producers, not self-important rock star DJs. That 
the Deadmau5 rant arrived just one day before 
Swedish House Mafia announced its retirement 
seems significant. Perhaps the group’s greatest 
contribution to EDM culture will be the reminder it 
provided that commercial success in the genre 
doesn’t indemnify a group against harsh criticism.

v Savage Love 


BY DAN SAVAGE 


I'ma 37-year-old single father with a 14-year-old 
son. I’ve raised him on my own basically since 
birth, with helo from some good friends and 
nearby family. Overall he’s a good kid: gets decent 
grades, rarely gets in trouble. Our relationship isn’t 
perfect — | work alot and he’s a teenager, but no 
major issues. Over the past year, however, | have 
become increasingly convinced that he is gay. I’ve 
found gay porn on his laptop (yes, | snoop; | pay 
the bill and I’m his dad), he’s shown ZERO interest 
in girls, and he has always been a tad effeminate, 
though! know that’s probably an unfair stereo- 
type. | have no problem with gay people and | sup- 
port full equality for same-sex couples. And truly, if 
my son Is gay, while | won't pretend it‘d be no big 
deal and not require a bit of mental adjustment, I’d! 
love him and support him fully. 

My son has a friend, let’s call him “Gomer,” 
who comes over often. Sometimes they’re here 
when I’m not, and often they’re alone together 
with the door closed. If Gomer were a girl, these 
things wouldn't be allowed. I’ve had the (straight) 
sex talk with my son, and he knows that! don’t 
want him to be sexually active yet. But a friend- 
ship with a guy isn't sexual... unless it is. |have no 
specific knowledge that anything has happened 
between them. Gomer Is a nice kid, and I’ve met 
his parents. | have no problem with them hanging 
out. But if my son were gay, | would have a differ- 
ent, stricter set of rules regarding male friends. 
BUT HOW DO! BROACH THE SUBJECT? 
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He’s a sensitive kid, and | worry he’d lie or re- 
sent me. And if he’s not gay, | worry | could seri- 
ously damage our relationship and hurt his pride 
by suggesting he Is. l’m swimming in unfamiliar 
waters here with no l/ife vest. 

DAD UNDER DURESS 


“In an ideal world, Dad Under Duress would take 
a slow and roundabout way to encourage his 
son to come out to him,” says John Schwartz, a 
correspondent for the New York Times, a father 
of three, and the author of Odd/y Normal: One 
Family’s Struggle to Help Their Teenage Son 
Come to Terms with His Sexuality. “Instead of a 
direct confrontation — are you gay or what? — 
DUD could make gay issues a part of the day’s 
general conversation. Discuss issues like same- 
sex Marriage and stories in the newspaper that 
bring up LGBT themes. In that middle ground 
between pushing and ignoring, his son might 
decide that his dad is safe to come out to.” 

Queer kids should be allowed to reveal their 
sexuality on their own timetable, Schwartz em- 
ohasizes, but there are times when a parent has 
to force the issue. For instance, if a not-yet-out 
gay kid is in crisis, or if a parent stumbles over ev- 
idence that that kid is doing something risky, a 
parent should go the “are you gay or what?” 
route. You already know your son is gay — 
“Browsers don’t lie,” says Schwartz — and your 
son might be having sex in his room, breaking 
your house rules. 

“If he’d tell a hetero boy to keep his door 
open, a gay boy should get the same message,” 
says Schwartz. “He’s not being the monster and 
he’s not being insensitive. He’s being the dad. 
He should keep in mind, though, that if his son is 
already having sex with his buddy, telling him he 
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can’t do it at home is likely to send them off to 
places — to school, to a car — where getting 
caught could have bigger consequences than 
getting grounded.” 

Let’s pause for amoment to recall why — gen- 
erally soeaking — parents frown on their straight 
kids having friends of the opposite sex in their 
bedrooms: An unplanned pregnancy can quickly 
derail two young lives. While a couple of gay boys 
can get into trouble, and while STIs are a concern, 
Gomer isn’t going to knock up your son. So if your 
gut tells you that your son isn’t ready and that he 
would be traumatized if you forced him to come 
out, you might wanna let him think he’s pulling 
one over on you. There aren’t many perks to being 
a closeted gay teenager — a few sleepovers might 
be a small consolation. 

John Schwartz shared your letter with Jo- 
seph Schwartz, the gay son whose coming-out 
story John tells in Oddly Normal. Joseph thinks 
it’s time for a gay sex talk. “Gay kids need sex 
education more than straight ones,” Joseph tells 
his dad. Even the best school sex-ed classes fo- 
cus on male-female. “There’s less reliable infor- 
mation about gay sex than there is about 
straight sex,” Joseph says, so gay kids turn to the 
Internet — or to porn — for information and, as 
Joseph points out, “half of it could be physically 
dangerous, and the rest is poorly explained.” 

“If he’s lucky,” says Schwartz, “DUD lives near 
an LGBT center with a youth program, which will 
help his son find a community and also get a 
healthy dose of sex ed and risk reduction. If not, 
he could be in for an uncomfortable conversation 
or two. But the underlying message you'll be 
sending is that you care, and that you’re the dad.” 

Oddly Normal is a terrific book, and any par- 
ent with a queer kid should read it — and since 


any kid could be queer, that means every parent 
should read it. You can follow John on Twitter

What are the effects of perpetuating the myth 
that gay men should all be tanned and chiseled 
Adonises? Because that /s all one sees. 

NOT ALL ADONISES 


In the last 24 hours of casual media consump- 
tion, I’ve seen my fair share of tanned and chis- 
eled Adonises. I’ve also seen pictures and video 
of Bayard Rustin, Barney Frank, Harvey Fierstein, 
Harvey Milk, Daniel Hernandez Jr., lan McKellen, 
Evan Wolfson, Jinkx Monsoon, Jared Polis, Bruce 
Vilanch, Alan Turing, George Kalogridis, and 
more. All great guys, all of whom have made or 
are making a difference (leading the civil rights 
movement, leading the LGBT rights movement, 
making art, telling jokes, helping defeat Nazi 
Germany, pushing the boundaries of drag as an 
art form), but not one of whom was, Is, or ever 
aspired to be an underwear model. 

Images of perfect male bodies can fuel body- 
image issues in both gay and straight men. Gay 
men in particular are at higher risk of anorexia, 
bulimia, and “bigorexia,” aka muscle dysmorphia, 
aka “gay dude who lives at the gym.” So those 
images of tanned and chiseled Adonises can do 
harm. But if all one sees are tanned and chiseled 
Adonises, then that’s all one is looking for.
